Protected LBJ In Dallas 
Youngblood Heads Secret Service Detail 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ru­ 
fus W. Youngblood, the body­ 
guard who 
leaped to protect 
President Johnson during 
the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy, has been put in 
charge of the Secret Service’s 
White House detail. 


Youngblood’s appointment as 
special 
agent in 
charge was 
announced yesterday by Secret 
Service Chief Jam es J. Rowley. 
He replaces Gerald A. Behn, 
who has been in charge of the 
detail since 1961. 


On Nov. 22, 1963, when Ken­ 
nedy was filed by rifle fire, 
Youngblood 
was 
riding 
two 
cars behind in the car of the 


then Vice President Johnson. 
He leaped into the back of D e 
car, pushed Johnson down to 
the seat and sat on him to 
shield him from a possible at­ 
tack as the car sped to the hos­ 
pital behind the Kennedy lim ­ 
ousine. 


Youngblood became an assist­ 
ant special agent in charge of 
the White House detail shortly 
after the assassination. He has 
been Johnson’s personal body­ 
guard for the last four years. 


Roy H. Kellerman, who was 
in charge of security arrange­ 
ments in Dallas and who was 
riding in Kennedy’s car when

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Youth Fined On 3rd F o u n t 
2 Charges Dismissed In 
Hearing On Fatal Crash 


Charges of involuntary man­ 
slaughter and reckless driving 
against John Wambold of Corn­ 
wells Heights were dismissed 
last night. Wambold was 
the 
driver of a car which crashed 
with a foreign sports car 
in 
Newtown last Nov. 27, killing 
both its occupants. 
Wambold, 18, of 3107 Essing- 
ton Way was cleared of

charges by Newtown Justice of 
the Peace Miss Carolyn Shull 
at a hearing last night. 
Miss 
Shull announced that she be 
lieved from the testimony heard 
that Wambold did not exceed 
the speed limit prior to the ac­ 
cident and that he could not 
avoid the collision with 
t h e 
sports car. 
The witness who was unmis­ 
takably responsible for 
M i s s 
Shull’s decision was 
Richard 
Schaffer of Clayton Terrace, 
Newtown, an llth-grade student 
at Council Rock High School.

Ironically, it was the second 
time since that fateful day of 
the crash that Schaffer came to 
Wambold’s rescue. On Nov. 27 
Schaffer helped 
Wambold get 
his car started by jumping his 
own car battery’ to that of Wam- 
bold’s car as they were both 
leaving a party in 
Newtown. 
The two did not know each oth­ 
er at the time. 
Last night Schaffer testified 
that after Wambold’s car 
got 
started he (Schaffer) was driv­ 
ing ahead of Wambold's car on 
Route 532 in Newtown.

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Route I-Tyburn Intersection 
Now Falls’ Highest Crash Area

Falls Township’s notori­ 
ous intersection at Route 13 
and W. Trenton Ave. has 
finally been knocked out of 
its leadership position. 
The leader in accidents 
for 1964 is another well­ 
known (to police and hap­ 
less motorists) intersection 
— Route I and Tyburn 
Road. 
Police reported that last year 
19 accidents occurred at the 
Route I intersection and 17 at 
Route 13 and W. Trenton Ave. 
Other high accident intersections 
Oxford Valley Road and Route 
I. 15 mishaps, and Olds Blvd. 
and Route I, nine. 
50 Yearly Average 
For years W. Trenton’s junc­ 
ture with Route 13 has led the 
township in accidents. Further­ 
more, the entire stretch of W. 
Trenton Ave. has averaged 50 
accidents a year. 
Township 
officials 
attribute 
the switch last year to two fac­ 
tors: the reduction in speed li­ 
mit along W. Trenton Ave. from 
50 to 40 miles and increased 
police patrols to enforce the 
new limit. 
Township officials tried to get 
state permission for a reducUon 
to 35 miles, but had to be satis­ 
fied with a 40-mile limit approv­ 
ed by the state last summer. 
Immediately signs were posted 
and patrols increased. 
The township also received

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approval for installation of a 
traffic light at W. Trenton Ave. 
and Alden Ave. This item will 
be included in the 1965 budget

should

Now township officials and 
police are going after the new 
champ, hoping to knock it down 
a peg or two. 
Police Chief Franklin Kirby 
suggests the state should “ rough 
up’’ the surface of Route I at 
the intersection to give motor­ 
ists more traction in rainy days. 


He blames most of the mishaps 
on the extremely slippery sur­ 
face. 
“ Motorists 
come 
down 
the 
grade, jam on their brakes then 
go into a spin,” he said. 
Slopes Downward 
The hazard of a slippery sur­ 
face is compounded by the fact 
that Route I slopes downward 
toward the intersection 
from 
both directions. 
The chief also feels the m ajor­ 
ity of people drive too fast when 


they approach that intersection. 


To remedy this situation, a 
new traffic control set-up was 
begun by the state and town­ 
ship. The state just completed 
construction of concrete islands 
to guide left turns. These re­ 
place the small “ bubbles” which 
protruded from the Route I me­ 
dial strip and were more of a 
hazard than anything else, ac­ 
cording to officials. 


New L ights planned 
The township is about to re­ 


move the center traffic light and 
replace 
it 
with 
overhanging 
lights at the corners. 


Milton Berkes, township su 
perintendent, says he would like 
to see the state reduce the speed 
limit along Route I from 50 to 
40 miles, but says he sees little 
likelihood of this happening. 


If motorists would just use 
commonsense when approaching 
the intersection, Berkes says, 
the new champ would quickly 
be dethroned.

Joe contended that the club 
play would 
only be successful 
if West would turn up with ei­ 
ther king-queen or king-ten of 
clubs and the jack of spades and 
would lose any time West held 
the diamond ace and no spade 
jack. 
Joe was closer to being right 
than he is most of the time but 
his play was bad. Even lf West 
did not hold the jack of Spades, 
there was no guarantee that 
South would finesse successful­ 
ly for Joe’s 
queen.

more, if West held the king of 
clubs and not the ten, there was 
also no guarantee that South 
would make the right play in 
clubs. Joe had opened the bid­ 
ding and might well have the 
club king as part of his opening.
